SECTION  G.  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Area. 

No  extension  of  main  sewerage  works  has  yet  been 
possible  in  the  North  Ward.  Clearance  of  sanitary  bins 
and  cesspools  have  received  regular  attention. 

Existing  sewage  disposal  works  have  been  satisfactorily 
maintained  and  renewals  to  ejector  plant  have  been 
executed  during  the  year. 

Sewers  throughout  the  District  have  been  periodically 
flushed  and  minor  repairs  carried  out. 

A weekly  house  scavenging  scheme  operates  and  salvage 
recovery  has  been  extensively  undertaken. 

The  Public  Water  supply  has  been  bacteriologically 
examined  on  several  occasions  and  reported  as  satisfactory. 
Chlorination  has  been  maintained. 

SECTION  D.  Hous ing. 

Post-war  housing  sites  have  been  selected  and  provision 
made  in  the  Town  Planning  scheme  which  is  now  being 
prepared . 

Inspection  of  present  housing  conditions  have  been 
carried  out  and  repairs  Where  called  fbr;have  been  . 
executed.  Two  premises  have  been  closed  for  human 
habitation  during  the  year. 

Camping  sites  which  are  being  made  use  of  are  drained 
to  the  public  sewers  and  piped  water  supplies  provided. 

SECTION  E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply:  Inspections  have  been  made  and  samples 
submitted  for  biological  examination. 

Only  in  one  cases  under  the  Special 
Designations  Orders  is  a certificate 
called  for. 

Meat  and  other  Foods.  During  the  year  inspections  of 
premises  where  food  is  prepared  and 
sold  have  been  made.  112  lbs  of  meat 
has  been  condemned  and  destroyed,  and 
an'  appreciable  quantity  of  tinned  fish, 
fruit  and  other  foodstuffs  has  also  been 
similarly  dealt  with. 

The  Regional  Slaughterhouse  has  not  been 
in  use  during  the  year,  business  has  been 
carried  out  elsewhere  outside  the  District.
